using their own judgment. Subsequently 
another man, Oxxuxsa Man Sina, was are 
rested, and’ bis trial took place on Wednes- 
day. Tho evidence—against this man was 
oxactly the same as that against Cuecna 
Asuina with thie exception that he had made 
no confession, and to that extent the case 
against him wan weaker; in no respect was 
. itstrooger. The result of the trial was a 
verdict of guilty, and the prisoner wae yes- 
. terday sentenced to two years’ hard labour. 
Here, then, are two men implicated in the 
saine crime, the evidonte against them is the 
same, with the exception that one eon- 
fesses while the other does not, and yet 
the one who confesses is acquitted and the 


one who does not confess is convicted, 
Tho glorious uncertainty of the law is pro; 
verbial, but thia case tranacands anything of 
the kind we have ever before heard of. What 
reliance can be placed on the even handed 
administration of justice after such an ex.
